Tuition  at  Wartburg  will  include  $25  a 
semester  for  activities  fees.

PET,  Fortress  and  Castle  Tales;  rental  of  post 
office  box;  use  of  library  and  gymnasium; 
admission  to  home  athletic  games  and  con¬ 
tests;  lyceurn  and  lecture  programs;  music 
events;  dramatic  productions;  and  various 
social  activities. 

Parish  scholarships  of  $50  are  awarded  to 
students  who  are  members  of  an  ALC  congre¬ 
gation.

Mountain  top  experiences.  Among 
Wartburg  College  students,  this  is  a 
fairly  common  and  often  overworked 
term.  Spiritual  Emphasis  Week  is  fre¬ 
quently  referred  to  in  this  manner. 

However,  far  too  many  people  fail 
to  analyze  this  mountain  to  which  they 
refer.

Now  is  the  normal  time  for  the 
average  person  to  gradually  start  com¬ 
plaining  about  religious  indigestion.  He's 
had  the  rare  air  and  the  invigorating 
view — but  he  finds  out  he  can’t  live  on 
dessert  alone  and  soon  gets  sick  of  the 
whole  idea.  Evidently,  this  person  started 
down  from  his  pinnacle  too  fast  and  ran 
off  a  precipice. 

Spiritual  growth  can  never  be  on  a 
straight  line  always  pointing  higher. 
Christian  growth  is  a  spasmodic  affair.^ 
No  one  can  avoid  a  series  of  rises  and" 
falls.  Odd  as  it  may  seem,  we  don’t 
grow  much  when  we’re  on  the  pinnacles. 

For  some  reason,  the  top  is  too 
pleasant  .  .  .  and  the  real  growth  is  a 
painful  process.  Growth  comes  in  the 


valleys  of  life.  Here  you  face  reality — 
reality  that  has  been  stripped  of  the 
glamour  and  the  fpncy  trimmings. 

Reality  slaps  us  around  and  the 
punches  aren’t  cushioned.  However,  if 
one  survives  the  battle,  he’s  a  stronger 
man  with  a  great  deal  more  insight  than 
existed  before. 

Why  all  this  psychology?  Simply  . 
this.  Right  now  many  Wartburg  stu¬ 
dents  are  at  one  of  these  spiritual  pin¬ 
nacles.  Don’t  kid  yourself  into  thinking 
you’re  going  to  be  able  to  live  on  that 
point  forever. 

Don’t  try  stepping  off  on  a  cloud.

The  public  had  been 
given  some  forewarning  of  it 
when  Nikita  Khrushchev  re¬ 
cently  addressed  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  U.S.S.R.  on 
the  shortcomings  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  five-year  plan. 

Khrushchev  severely  criti¬ 
cized  the  farm  management  and 
the  lack  of  heavy  industry.  This,  he  asserted,  was 
a  deviation  from  Lcninistic  policy  and  should  be 
Immediately  rectified. 

The  deviations  from  standard  policy  can  be 
traced  to  Malenkov’s  original  promises  to  the  Rus¬ 
sian  people  of  more  light  industry  for  consumer 
goods. 

This  removal  was  not  in  the  grand  old  style. 
The  transgressor  was  present  at  his  confession  and

at  the  assembly  where  Marshall  Bulganin  was  nomi¬ 
nated  to  take  his  place.  The  Marshall  was  nominated 
by  one  of  the  real  powers  in  Russia,  Khrushchev, 
and  only  10  minutes  later  Bulganin  was  in. 

Perhaps  this  is  the  painless  Stalin-way  of  ridding 
the  regime  of  a  hero.  First  remove  the  man  from 
his  post  with  some  semblance  of  honor,  put  him  in 
the  background  and  let  him  sink  from  the  public's 
sight,  and  then  liquidate  him. 

Malenkov  has  never  been  a  real  terror  in  the 
Soviet  union.  He  was  a  substitute  premier  until  a 
first-string  man  could  be  found.  Bulganin  may  not 
be  that  man  but  another  compromise  premier  for 
the  mutual  satisfaction  of  Khrushchev  and  Molotov. 

He  may  be  used  as  a  scapegoat  for  future  Rus¬ 
sian  mistakes  just  as  Malenkov  was  used.  The  change 
in  leadership  betrays  Russian  failures. 

Although  Russia  has  been  parasitically  ex¬ 
tracting  the  foodstuffs  of  her  satellites  to  supple¬ 
ment  her  own  food  production,  many  Russians 
have  gone  hungry. 

The  marginal  lands  in  Russia  are  the  object 
of  a  new  agricultural  expansion  which  may  or  may 
not  succeed.  These  lands  have  a  short  growing 
season  and  are  of  limited  fertility. 

Some  method  of  feeding  Russian  millions  must 
be  found.  The  leaders  are  casting  about  hither 
and  yon  for  some  hope  and  blaming  the  next  fellow 
for  any  misadventures.
